The  De"- 
vat.idhyaya  l>rahmana  has  been  edited  by  Dr.  Burnell  with 
Sayana's  commentary  1877.  The  Praudha  Krahmana  known  also 
by  the  names  of  M  ih:ibrahiuana,  PafLoayimte  Brahmana  and 
Taiulya  Brahmana  has  been  edited  with  Sayana's  commentary  by 
Anaudac'handra  VCMlfuitaviiglsa  in  the  Bibl.  Ind.  (1870—74). 
The  Sailvimsa  Brahmana  is  a  supplement  to  the  preceding 
which  is  known  by  the  name  of  PaQeavimsa  Brahmana,  as  the 
name  Sadvimsa  c  twenty-sixth  '  indicates,  and  as  it  consists  of 
twenty-five  IVajuilhakas.  The  last  section  of  the  book,  which 
treats  of  onions  and  the  expiatory  ceremonies  to  be  performed 
to  remove  their  evil  effects,  is  called  Adbhuta  Biahmana  and  lias 
been  published  with  a  translation  and  explanatory  notes  in  Zmi 
Vedbche  Text  uhtr  Omina  und  Porfanta  (1859).

The  following  list  of  the  successive  teachers  of  tho  Sama  V.-ila 
is  taken  from  the  Vamsa  Brahmana,  and  each  Ksi  was  the  pupil 
of  the  one  following.  Two  Lists  are  given,  the  first  }><»in^  lonjj 
and  the  second  short.  The  former  begins  with  Sarvadatta  and 
ends  with  Brahma,  the  creator,  who  is  supposed  to  have  been  the 
first  teacher  of  the  Saman.  Omitting  the  last  six  names  of  «!• 
the  remaining  names  seem  to  be  historical.  The  fifty-five  successive 
teachers  who  were  probably  historical  personages  may  have  occupied 
about  1,000  years.  Whatever  date  is  assigned  to  the  composition 
of  the  VamSa  Brahmana,  tho  above  teachers  must  be  placed  before 
that  date.  The  second  list  begins  with  Nayan  and  ends  with 
Badhogautama.  The  genealogy  branches  into  two  lines  from 
Badhogantama  downwards,  but  is  the  same  for  both  upwar.i 
to  Brahma.
